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CHANT OF AIR IS NOM SAFELY

Lakehurst, N. J., May 31.- (IMO—The 
dirigible Graf Zeppelin rode out the 
worst storm in Its history 
when 
it 
sailed towards the United States from 
Brazil, 
her 
commander, 
Dr. 
Hugo 
Eckener, said when he arrived here 
today. 
The commander, an unlighted cigar­ 
ette in his hand and a slightly weary 
expression 
playing 
about 
his 
face, 
strolled over for a press conference 
immediately after the dirigible 
wan 
landed at 6 25 A. M. (EST) today. 
The commander was eager to smoke 
before he recounted the story of the 
69 hours and 12 minutes* flight, which 
was the last phase of a trip from Ger­ 
many to South America and thence to 
the United States. He is not permitted 
to smoke while aboard the dirigible. 
- He said the flight northward was 
tranquil until the Graf slipped out 
over Bermuda last night. 
There 
a 
terrific wind struck the aircraft, which 
in addition to the crew carried 19 pas­ 
sengers. 
“It was much worse for a little 
while," Eckener said, “than the mighty 
wind which ripped a fin in mid-Atlan­ 
tic during our westward crossing 
in 
3928." 
"W eather conditions between Lake­ 
hurst and Pernambuco 
were 
about 
normal," Eckener said, "and even the 
w eather in the vicinity of the Ber­ 
mudas was favorable except for strong 
head winds. 
“Just after we passed the Bermudas 
we were enjoying a 50-mtle an hour 
tail wind. 
Within 60 seconds it had 
shifted to a 45-mile an hour head wind 
accompanied by rain. 
The tempera­ 
ture dropped abruptly. 
I never ex­ 
perienced a stronger squall." 
“Within two minutes of the' time 
we hit that changing wind we got a 
message from the United States wea­ 
ther bureau at Washington saying we 
were going to get it." 
Eckener was jubilant at the show­ 
ing of the dirigible on the entire 12,- 
000-mile trip. 
"We arrived here with 
30 
hours 
fuel and food in reserve," 
the com­ 
mander said. "If we had gone on to 
Havana we would have had headwinds 
from Flo. •'‘a and our fuel might not 
have been sufficient. We were short 
on fuel because of a thfee-day tropi­ 
cal rain at Pernambuco which made 
the G raf Zeppelin bo heavy we were 
unable to take aboard 8,000 pounds of 
fuel which we expected to have.” 
“Our trip showed it was possible to 
take an airship into that tropical area. 
But south from Pernambuco to Rio 
De Janeiro the weather was very bad 
with constant rain squalls. 
Despite 
these conditions and last night's blow, 
we suffered no damage and require no 
repairs. 
“This particular trip,” Eckener con­ 
tinued, "will have no effect on our 
plans for a North Atlantic dirigible 
route but it might suggest establish­ 
ment of a route 
from 
the 
United 
States to Brazil. I have no definite 
plans for a route between Europe and 
South America. 
A South American 
line should not go further south than 
Pernambuco 
where 
airplanes 
could 
pick up freight and passengers.” 
Captain Von Schiller, in charge of 
the Graf in the hangar, said at 9 A. M. 
refuelling would begin immediately.

But it was feared further disorders 
might follow’ from the mob's attempt 
to claim the negro’s body. 
Argo was arrested last night and 
imprisoned after police had received 
reports of his alleged attack upon Mrs. 
G. W. Skinner, wife of a farm er living 
three miles from here.

The known dead were;

C. C. Harnett, 28, Los Angeles. 
John W. Lockhart, 14, Pasadena. 
High rollers and a stiff northwesterly 
wind hampered the searching vessels, 
buffeting them about over the rough 
surface of the bay as they plied beak 
and forth during the night and con­ 
tinued their lookout for bodies today. 
The Ameco, commanded by Captain 
Bill Light foot, was a mile and a twit 
off-shore when the tragedy overtook 
It. The captain and his 
deckhand, 
Henry Vandenberg, were among those 
saved. 
The disaster was attributed by the 
master of the craft to unexpected seas 
and the rush of passengers to 
one 
side of the boat. 
We were under power returning to 
the docks,” he said, “when some very 
big swells suddenly were blown up by 
a strong wind and broke over our 
bows. 
Everyone ran to the port side.

Old Subtraction Metter 


Children attending the public schools in New York city are 
officially required to learn subtraction by the Austrian, or addi­ 
tive methods, says the New York Sun. When they wish to sub­ 
tract 5 from 12, for example, they do not say—as their fathers 
and grandfathers did when they went to school—"12 take away 
6 leaves 7." Instead they reason: "5 and what are 12?" Having 
previously learned to add, they are supposed to arrive at the an- 
swer more accurately than they could if they used the take-away 
process. 
But this theory, logical as it seems, doesn’t always work out. 
An experiment carried on in seven schools by the board of edu­ 
cation’s bureau of reference and research confirms the results of 
similar inquiries elsewhere. Youngsters who learned to subtract 
in the old-fashioned way were found to lie slightly more accurate 
than those who followed the additive system. In a summary of 
the results of Ibis study William Jansen, assistant director of the 
research bureau, offers the following explanation I 
The pupils who used the additive method did not do better 
than the pupils who used the take-away process, either in addi­ 
tion or in subtraction. In fact, the slight differences Were gen­ 
erally in favor of the groups using the take-away process. Per­ 
haps the additive process in subtraction is just enough like addi­ 
tion to cause interference rather than a positive transfer of train­ 
ing. 
Another inquiry, made in HUO by Dr. Joseph S. Taylor. 
showed that children who learned to subtract by the Austrian 
process tended naturally to use the take-away process. By the 
time they reached the high schools, Dr. Taylor reported, only 
about 8 per cent of them continued to reason on their subtraction 
problems by the additive method. 
Apparently the way to subtract is to subtract.

Children attending the public schools in New York city are 
officially required to learn subtraction by the Austrian, or addi­ 
tive methods, says the New York Sun. When they wish to sub­ 
tract 5 from 12, fo r example, they do not say—as their fathers 
and grandfathers did when they went to school— “12 take away 
5 leaves 7.” Instead they reason: “5 and what are 12?” Having 
previously learned to add, they are supposed to arrive at the an 
swer more accurately than they could if they used the take-away 
process. 
But this theory, logical as it seems, doesn’t always work out 
An experiment carried on in seven schools by the board of edu­ 
cation’s bureau of reference and research confirms the results of 
similar inquiries elsewhere. Youngsters who learned to subtract 
in the old-fashioned way were found to be slightly more accurate 
than those who followed the additive system. In a summary of 
the results of this study William Jansen, assistant director of the 
research bureau, offers the following explanation: 
The pupils who used the additive method dic( not do better 
than the pupils who used the take-away process, either in addi­ 
tion or in subtraction. In fact, the slight differences were gen­ 
erally in favor of the groups using the take-away process. P er­ 
haps the additive process in subtraction is just enough like addi­ 
tion to cause interference rather than a positive transfer of train ­ 
ing.
